CHICAGO, March’ 12. — Following 
the precedent set by the Union Min- 
isters. of Chicago in proclaiming a 
general day of- prayer for the better- 
ment of civic morals in this com- 
munity, the Methodist Board of Pub- 
lic Morals of Illinois has issued a 
call to all Methodist ministers of the 
State to observe Sunday, March 25, 
as a day for concerted petition for 
good government. 

A report adopted at a recent meet- 
ng said, in effect, that the board 
regarded es ‘‘a dangerous policy’”’ 
certain combinations or political fac- 
tions of the city and State, and re- 
garded such conditions as a moral 
menace.

BILL PROVIDES CHILD RELIEF 


LaGuardia. Asks $75,000,000 for 
Children of the Unemployed.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—A bill 
proposing an appropriation of ‘$75,- 
000,000 for the»relief of the children 
of the unemployed was introduced 
in the House today by Representative 
LaGuardia of New York. 

The bill proposes the creation of 
the ‘‘Federal Child Relief Board,’’ 
to consist of the Secretary of Labor, 
the chief of the Children’s Bureau 
and the Secretary of Agriculture, to 
administer relief for children in dis- 
tress in prolonged strikes such as 
those in the bituminous coal mines, 
children of the unemployed and of 
other parents in extreme poverty, 
including childreh of farmers in dis- 
tressed agricultural regions. 


*“‘We have many precedents in 
which funds have been mr dh g amg 
and sent to foreign countries for re- 
lief,’’ Mr. LaGuardia said. ‘Surely 
that can be done for relief in our 
own countrv. Incidentally, only last 
session we avpropriated $10,000,000 
to eradicate the corn borer, whieh 
millions eradicated nothing. Surely 
we can appropriaate | a few millions 
to ‘eradicate hunger.”’ 











Stratos’s Widow Becomes Citizen. 

Among those admitted to citizen- 
ship yesterday by. Federal Judge 
Knox was Maria, widow of Nicholas 
Stratos, Greek statesman, who was 
shot in 1922 after the Greek revolu- 
tion.

It may sound a bit complicated to baseball followers, 
but hockey fans seem to know what it’s all about. 
The officials of. the hockey league think it’s a great 
scheme to. keep six out of ten teams in the race up 
to the play-off period, and perhaps it is. But there 
are queer possibilities in this system. 


An Outside Chance. 


For instance, the Montreal Canadiens have been out 
ahead of all other teams all through the regular cam- 
paign. On. the season’s play one would rate them as 
the best team of the year. 

In Howie Morenz they have the real whirling dervish 
of the ice. In addition to Howie they have Gagne 
and Joliat on the forward line, Gardiner and Mantha 
on the defense and Hainsworth at the net.

SINCLAIR, the .oil 
scandal had only kegun’to break. 
Mr. MELLON may then have thought 
little or nothing of the Sinclair coin- 
cidence. But later, when the details 
in all their ugliness began to come 
out in 1924, and when Mr. HAvs in 
that year testified regarding SiN- 
CLAIR’S gift to the Republican Party, 
Mr. MELLON could not have failed :to 
be impressed by it. Yet, so far as 
appears, he said and did nothing 
about it. This may have been a fine 
example of fidelity to party, but was 
it a model of what :a public official 
faithful to the larger interests of the 
country should have done? 
Secretary MELLON may set the 
matter in clearer light today. But 
nothing that he or any other Re- 
publican leader can now do will re- 
cover the moral leadership in deal- 
ing with this party scandal.

HOUSING EMERGENCIES AND 
STANDARDS. 


At Albany opposition is forthcom- 
ing instantly to the State Housing 
Board’s recommendation that the 
present emergency rent laws be 
allowed to lapse on June 1. Fifteen 
New York City legislators have in- 
troduced bills extending the laws for 
anothcr year. It is, however, a gain 
for sound thinking on the subject 
that the terms involved are now 
clearly defined. Assemblyman 
PHELPS PHELPS denies that the 
emergency has disappeared when the 
situation is still serious for nearly 
200,000 families, according to the 
Housing Board’s report. “It strikes 
“me,” cays Mr. PHELPS, “ that it is 
“a problem requiring careful consid- 
“eration.” It is, indeed; neverthe- 
less, he admits that instead of an 
emergency we have a problem, one 
long antédating the situation which 
led to the enactment of the rent laws 
in 1920. 

The problem is not denied by the 
Housing Board; the emergency is. 
When the board finds that apart- 
ment vacancies in 1927 are 6.6 per 
cent.,, against 5.6 per cent. in 
1926, it is logically compelled - to 
state that the war shortage has 
been eliminated and that. the legal 
reason for further control has dis- 
appeared. Toward this recommen- 
dation .the board has been moving 
step by step. For 1925 it recom- 
mended restriction of the. protec- 
tive laws.to rooms renting for $20 
a month and less.. In 1926 it scaled 
the maximum down to $15. Today 
it urges complete decontrol. 

It is within the knowledge of As- 
semblyman PHELPs that tenants in 
the*old-law apartments have been 
notified of an increase in rents of 
$20 a mionth and more upon the ex- 
piration of the protective laws. That 
this. prospect threatens the entire 
mass or even a considerable portion 
of lowest-priced homes may -be-ques- 
tioned. The Housing Board states 
that there are 83,000 vacant apart- 
ments in New York City, and that 
more than 50° per cent. of -such 
vacancies are found in the $8-a-room 
class and lower,,comprising 167,000 
families. ‘This. would mean that in 
about 170,000 apartments of the low- 
| est. class there are 45,000 vacancies, 
or more than 25 per cent. It sug- 
gests very much ofa “ tenants’ mar- 
ket.” It does not seem likely’ that 
many landlords will attempt to boost

upon by any civil servant. Least 
of all ought foreign exchange 
speculation to have been under- 
taken by those to whom, from the 
nature of their work, the sensi- 
tiveness and suspicions of foreign 
countries cannot have been un- 
familiar. 

Mr. GREGORY was dismissed, Mr.

THEY ARE HERE TO STAY. 


President BUTLER several years 
ago said that there is no more use- 
ful period in the whole educational 
process.than that in which the field 
of the continuation school lies. In 
it the growing youth is giving part 
of his time to formal study, while 
also learning those havits of applica- 
cation and of productive industry 
which are known as “ work.” Neither 
school nor work is enemy th. one 
to the other, nor is one the altcrna- 
tive of the other; they are ‘“ comple- 
mentary parts of a single process.” 
Dr. BuTteR added this significant 
statement about the. .continuation 
school: 


For millions of children it will 
provide the capstone of educational 
attainment and some promise of 
economic security through occupa 
tional skill acquired under com- 
petent guidance. To society and 
the .State it should be one impor- 
tant factor of insurance against 
political .incompetence, economic 
wastefulness, and that restlessness 
and discontent, growing out of ig- 
norance, which often.breed an- 
archy and national disruption. 

While it is the most: important 
period for many ot these. millions, 
the school itself, which has recently 
begun to undertake this fitting ox the 
boy or girl to econumic opportuni- 
ties and civic obligations, is, as 
shown by the report of Miss MILLI-

This is salutary, particularly in a 
political case which may. eventually 
entangle politicians of both parties 
and embarrass many “good fel- 
lows” who have long been helpful 
to both Democrats and Republicans. 
Seldom does the public get a clear 
view of a civic wrong. Usually, 
smoke-screens are thrown up. by 
politicians and public opinion.is dis- 
sipated in the no-man’s land _ be- 
tween the warring organizations. 
But in this particular instance the 
wavy line between right and wrong 
suddenly straightens itself, and the 
body of the people see clearly that 
if the processes of justice are aban- 
doned at any point the sufferer will 
be the State itself. When such a 
view becomes prevalent, the means of 
expressing it—ordinarily confused— 
suddenly become direct and. clear, 
and no politicians dare stand against 
it. The people at such rare times 
actually rule and find their. inchoate 
mandate materialized into action. 

There was and is much sympathy 
for Mrs. KNAPP, and in some quar- 
ters a disposition existed to let her 
retire in peace because she is a 
woman. But such irrelevant con- 
siderations are no more to be allowed 
to stand in the way of justice than 
are considerations of political secur- 
ity. The courts will decide Mrs. 
KNAPP’s innocence or guilt in the 
manner prescribed by society for its 
own protection. 


THE OUTFLOW OF GOLD. 


When $168,000,000 gold was ex- 
ported from the United States in the 
last four months of 1927, discussion 
naturally began whether the long- 
predicted but long-postponed “ redis- 
tribution ” of the superfluous Amer- 
ican accumulations might not actu- 
ally be under way. The shipments 
slackened at the beginning of 1928, 
but were presently resumed in quan- 
tity. The $33,000,000 which went out 
last week brought the total. export 
for the year to date to more than 
$110,000,000. 

Export of $280,000,000 gold or 
thereabout in so short a time is con- 
siderable, even when offset by im- 
ports from a few such countries as 
Canada and by our own annual pro- 
duction of nearly $50,000,000. It 
has reduced by $258,000,000 the 
Federal Reserve system's holdings, 
and the outflow does not seem to 
have ended. But it has. thus far 
had no great effect on the country’s 
financial position. The United States 
still retains more than 40 per cent. 
of the whole world’s stock of gold, 
and the reserve of the Federal banks 
is still more than 30 per cent. above 
the legal minimum. At some point, 
uninterrupted continuance of gold 
export would no doubt have direct 
influence on the credit mechanism, 
but. as yet the outward movement 
has not reached such a stage. 

The recent large drafts by foreign 
markets. on our reservoir of gold are 
just now ‘interesting for other rea- 
sons. A year or two ago it became 
the habit of many bankers and of 
some economists to express doubt. of 
any “redistribution: movement.” It 
was argued that the ‘central banks 
of foreign countries, especially in 
Europe, already had all the gold that 
they needed; and. it was intimated 
that the United States would prob- 
ably need all the gold it had. Sub- 
sequent events proved both suppo- 
sitions: to be erroneous. Not) only 
have countries like Argentina and 
Poland, which were returning to the 
gold standard, drawn gold heavily 
from New York, but the Bank of 
England, although as yet obtaining 
little gold here, has added‘ $100,- 
000,000 to its reserve within two 
years, presumably with its currency-

A BUILDING TRADES PEACE 
COMPACT. 


After two years of negotiation the 
associated. general contracto-s and 
the building-trade unions of Port- 
land, Ore., have adopted a form of 
contract not unlike the proposals 
made by the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. While Oregon has a good 
arbitration law, it was scarcely men- 
tioned. in the Portland negotiations. 
They went upon the principle that 
it ought to be possible for employer 
and employe to-make: contracts in- 
volving working relations that should 
be satisfactory to both sides. 

When ARTHUR M. Geary of Port- 
land, a member of the American 
Bar  Association’s Committee . on 
Commerce, was in this city a year 
ago he furnished a keynote for the 
hearings the committee held here: 

This is an age of organization in 

labor, farming and other lines, and 
ail groups are gradually coming to 
it. Under the proposed plan labor 
will have to work out its own 
probiems through voluntary action. 

The compact signed at Portland 
provides special penalties not only 
for strikes and lockouts, but fer 
suspension of work, The parties to 
the contract were 250 employers and 
between four and five thousand 
workers. A continuous arbitratic.: 
board was set up; also a permanent 
body for prevention of accidents. 
Annual wage agreements wer €s- 
tablished. Machinery for settling 
jurisdictional disputes was provided. 
Apprenticeship was regulated. Em- 
ployes are to work for whomever 
they see fit. If a unicn withdraws 
workers and refuses to submit to 
arbitration, the employer shall have 
the right to substitute other union 
workers. Eight hours ar to be the 
working day, with national holidays, 
Overtime rates are to apply to work 
or second- and third: shifts. Any 
difference about overtime rates is to 
go to arbitration. 

This agreement is to last until 
Dec. 31, 1930, and to be renewable, 
Portland belicves that the builaing 
problem will be completely solved. 
Working rules of the separate crafts 
are to be compiled for ready refer- 
ence, . If both sides live-up to. the 
contract, there will be no need of 
invoking the State arbitration law.

Bill Offered in Both Albany’ Houses

ALBANY, March 12.—Passage by 
the Legislature of the Walker: Ad- 
ministration bill paving the way for 
an,.agreement between the City of 
New York and the New York Central 
Railroad in regard to the. relocation 
and removal from grade ofthe rail- 
road tracks on its Spuyten Duyvil 

“Death Avenue’’ line was said ‘to- 
night to be assured. 

What originally was the city pin 
has’ now beeen incorporated in a 
measure which embodies the State's 
new policy on grade-crossing elimina- 
tion. It provides for distribution of 
the cost on the basis of the State 
bearing 40 per cent., the city 10 and 
the railroad 50. 

The bill in its revised form was i 
troduced tonight by Senator Bernard 
Downing, Democratic leader in. the 
upper house, and by Assemblyman 
Samuel H. Hofstadter, Republican, 


of New York City, in the lower 
house. 


In its new form, which is the re- 
sult of conference last week among 
Assistant Mayor Charles F. Kerri- 
gan; Robert Cumming, bill drafting 
commissioner, and representatives of 
the Transit Commission.and the New 
York Central and Long Island Rail- 
roads, the bill is said to give.the city 
a stronger hand in dealing with the 
railroads than it has had in any 
previous negotiations of a similar na- 
ture, which have led to no.result. 

The bill will affect the Atlantic 
Avenue line of the Long Island-Rail- 
road as well as the “Death Avenue”’ 
line. 

The latter, if the plan contemplat- 
ed goes through, will be taken from 
grade for practically its entire length. 
From Canal Street north to Thir-

Radio Corporation stock, which had 
ended, Saturday 27 points above the 
low price of the week and 85% above 
that of three weeks ago, was ad- 
Vanced. 18° points further yesterday, 
and with it half‘a dozen or more of 
other stocks ran up 6 to 8 points. In 
this excited upward movement all 
kinds of stocks participated, shares 
of companies with large earnings or 
small earnings, with high dividends 
or.no, dividends; in that respect there 
was little dis¢riniination. The quite |c 
obvious attitude of the: speculative 
following was to rpsh’after any stock 
that showed signs of moving vio- 
lently. In most of the more active 
shares there. was only slight decline 
from thé day’s high prices. The one 
noteworthy exception was General 
Motors; in which realizing sales after 
last week’s 13%-point rise brought 
the stock, at the end a point below 
Saturday’s closing. 

A stock market’ like yesterday’s, 
following. such a market as last 
week’s, becomes an economic phe- 
nomenon in itself, and has to be 
judged in the light of the conditions 
which made it possible. Wali -Street 
has been disposed “to ~-ascribe™ the 
scope and character of the specula- 
tion to the fact that ‘‘bears on the 
market” had been trapped and 
forced to buy in their commitments 
at any price obtainablé., But the 
“driving in of the shorts” is always 
an incident of markets like this, for 
the obvious reason that ‘‘short sales’’ 
are never absent from an active mar- 
ket, and will inevitably emphasize 
the violence. of. an. excited rise, ex- 
actly as the presence of widely ex- 
tended “‘bull commitments” will ac- 
celerate ‘the break when a market is 
suddenly breaking. 

There are always two possible im- 
plications in a Stock Exchange move- 
ment: of. this kind; on the present 
occasion, perhaps three. The un- 
bridled rise of prices (which at all 
such times gonverges particularly on 
a comparatively small group of 
stocks). may mean. nothing except 
that the imagination both of specu- 
lative public and speculative ‘‘insid- 
ers’”’ has run away with them, as 
has sometimeshappened éven when 
the general situation’ was. shaping 
badly. On the other hand, it has 
often meant that belief in a greatly 
increased trade prosperity had so 
firmly pervaded the public :nind that 
it was eager to express its convic- 
tions in thé market. “In the existing 
circumstances, again, it may repre- 
sent a pure ‘“‘inflation market,’’ mov- 
ing on the basis of a credit fund 
utterly superfluous for normal re- 
quirements and placed at the service 
of Stock Exchange speculation as the 
most readily available outlet. 

The third supposition must cer- 
tainly -be taken into any reckoning 
of. the course of stocks, either now 
or during the greater part of 1927. 
Wall Street itself has implicitly rec- 
ognized that factor in the situation 
by;rits extreme sensitiveness, not so 
much to the ‘brokers’ loans’’ re- 
ports considered in themselves as to 
the possible attitude of the public 
and the banking authorities toward 
those reports. The unusual aspect 
of ‘the matter, as it has presented 
itself on this occasion, is the fact 
that the state of, credit..which pro- 
voked the stock market demonstra- 
tion has had no effect whatever on 


commodity..values or on the prac- 


tices of general trade. Possibly that 
very fact has facilitated the access 
of stock market speculation to the 
reservoir of credit; but it has also 
imparted an atmosphere of unreal- 
ity.to the..whole..situation.
